A U.S. Army exhibit depict­ 
ing the Army's progress in 
nuclear-age development and 
featuring two of the Army's 
latest missiles   the fantastic 
HAWK and the new SS-11 
tank-killer will be featured 
during the Los Angeles County 
Fair, Pomona, Sept. 15 to Oct. 
1, it was announced this week.

The Army's "Cavalcade of 
Progress" exhibit shows some 
of the end-products of the mil­ 
itary's research and develop­ 
ment program with emphasis 
on operational combat equip­ 
ment. Purpose of the offitial 
exhibit is to point up some of 
the truly significant military 
developments often overshad­ 
owed by the dramatic impact 
of ICBM missile successes and 
satellite launching*.

Spotlighted in the exhibit 
is the U.S. Army's HAWK   
a surface-to-air guided missile 
that can swoop down and de­ 
stroy enemy aircraft at treu- 
top level. The Army's sleek Hi- 
loot, low altitude killer is ring-

ullation weapon comple­ 
menting the existing high-alti­ 
tude aerial defense now pro­ 
vided by the Army's famed 
NIKE systems.
